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Lectures on The Gyroscope 


The following, which was taken 
from a recent number of the Haver- 
ford (Pa.) College Weekly, is in 
reference to Dr. Eric Palmer, dean of 
the Haverford faculty. , 

“Last Friday evening, January roth, 
the second of the series of lectures 
presented by the Haverford faculty 
was delivered by Dean Palmer. His 
subject was “The Gyroscope and the 
Monorail Car.” Professor Palmer 
succeeded in eliminating enough of 
the mere technical to enable those 
present to follow his lecture with the 
deepest interest. He accomplished 
this in two ways, first by his very in- 
teresting experiments with compara- 
tively simple apparatus, and, second- 
ly, by his lucid and clear explanation 
of the principle of gyroscope and 
monorail cars. 

“After a short introduction on the 
interest of the average layman, un- 
skilled in scientific matters, he pro- 
ceeded to his first experiment of 
spinning a top, a comparatively 
simple matter in itself, but illustrat- 
ing in a very forceful manner the 
principle of the gyroscope. This 
principle, Dr. Palmer explained, de- 
pended on the property of motion 
given to the spinning bodies. To 
illustrate the point he spun a loose- 
linked chain on a revolving wheel 
which when released traversed the 
demonstration table like a stiff wire 
hoop. In connection with this, he 
made some very perfect smoke rings 
by revolving smoke in a box and 
puffing rings into the lantern light. 
The inward workings of this experi- 
ment are unknown to the writer, as 
this experiment was performed in the 
dark. 

“With such a preparatory explana- 
tion he passed directly to the gyro- 
scope and the gyroscopic principle 
of precession. This principle seemed 
somewhat difficult to grasp at first, 
but Dr. Palmer straightened the 
matter out in a very simple manner.

He demonstrated the action of spin- 
ning a gyroscope, when the axis about 
which the top spins is moved from 
one side to the other, up and down, 
by any outside force. This is the 
scientific principle that Mr. Brennen 
of England, has practically worked 
out in his monorail car. The Dean 
had a model monorail car on_ his 
demonstration table. By means of 
turning a crank he started the gyro- 
scope of the car which gave it the 
property of balance. A small wire 
was stretched upon a wooden truss 
and the car was placed thereon. To 
prove the power of balance Dr. 
Palmer placed several heavy weights 
one after the other on one side of the 
car, which weights represented a 
strong gale blowing on its opposite 
side. This experiment was very 
neatly performed, as a hasty place- 
ment of weights would have wrecked 
the experiment. Next the car was 
put on a curved wire track and 
pushed from one end to the other at 
a fair speed. This showed very clear- 
ly the ability of the car to take the 
sharpest curves at the highest speed. 
Fnally a long wire was_ stretched 
from one side of the stage to the 
other over an imaginary moun- 
tain chasm, which the monorail 
traversed with the greatest ease and 
apparent safety. In conclusion Dr. 
Palmer strongly prophesied the gen- 
eral use of the monorail as a common 
carrier. He placed his guarantee 
upon the safety and convenience of 
such a car, saying that so great will 
be the ease of running that a billiard 
game can be easily carried on in the 
coach travelling at full speed. The 
lecture was most entertaining and in- 
forming throughout. The only ques 
tion which arose was why the mono- 
rail cars were not-in full use through- 
out the country. Dr. Palmer ex- 
plained that a sudden rush of wind, 
viz., a hasty placement of weights, 
would quickly throw the car with 
contents. into the depths of his im- 
aginary mountain chasm.”

Changes In Agricutural De. 


partment Are Expected 


DUNLAP ABOUT TO RESIGN 


One Result of Condlusicas Reached by 
Probers of Food and Drug Contro- 
versy—Difficylties Encountered by 
Wiley In Enforcing Law Will Be 
Overcome by Placing Him In Full 
Controi—General Shake-Up Near 
Washington, Jan. 31.—Dr. Fred- 

erick L. Dunlap, associate chemist of 


the bureau of chemistry and member 
of the board of food and drug inspec- 


tion, is about to resign, if rumors 
coming from excellent sources are 
correct. 


It is understood that this step will 
be the first of a series of resignations 
and changes in th2 department of 
agriculture, all growing out of the 
recommendations of the Moss investi- 
gation committee, made public last 
week. It was recalled that this re- 
port, although calm and judicial in 
tone, nevertheless struck at the very 
root of the difficulties daily encount- 
ered by Dr. Wiley in the enforcement 
of the food and drugs act. The Moss 
committee, referring to the fact that 
Wiley considered Dunlap to be his su- 
perior officer, said: 

“The vesting of two officials within 
the same bureau with so nearly in- 
dependent and co-ordinate powers 
cannot be conducive to harmonious re- 
lationship or unity of purpose and ac- 
tion. Congress created the office of 
chief of bureau and vested it with the 
authority over the bureau which that 
rank usually implies. Any office 
Which is created within the bureau by 
executive order should be essentially 
inferior to that of the chief. 

“The creation of an associate with 
no administrative duties except to 
consider all correspondence, to over- 
look such investigations as the asso- 
ciate may see fit, and to undertake 
such travel in the United States as 
the associate officer may desire, with 
the privilege of reporting directly to 
the secretary rather than through the 
chief, his superior officer, presents, 
in the opinion of your committee, a 
remarkable exercise of executive dis- 
cretion. 

“It is the opinion of your commit- 
tee that discipline will not be re- 
stored, the highest efficiency secured, 
and economy in administration best 
promoted until this anomalous condi- 
tion is rectified by clearly defining 
the duties of associate chemist.” 

Since the publication of this report, 
it is learned, high officials in the de- 
partment of agriculture have been 
pondering it well and thoroughly. The 
first tangible result of the committee's 
work will be the resignation or trans- 
fer to another branch of the service 
of Dunlap. 

The administration does not desire 
any more “Wiley controversy” if it 
can be avoided, and every effort wi!! 
be made to do things as quietly as 
possible. Nevertheless the essential 
end will be attained, and the public 
will not be surprised if the resigna- 
tions and transfers do not stop until 
they reach Secretary Wilson himself. 


WOLTER DIES IN CHAIR 


He Denies That He Was Guilty of 
Killing Ruth Wheeler 
Ossining, N. Y., Jan. 30.—Albert 
W. Wolter was electrocuted here for 
the murder and burning of Ruth 
Wheeler in New York, nearly two 

years ago. 

Only a few hours before his execu- 
tion Wolter signed a statement pro- 
fessing his innocence. This he left 
with Warden Kennedy, to be given to 
the public after his execution. 

Only one contact Was necessary to 
kill Wolter. This was of 1800 volts, 
and was applied alternately for one 
minute and a quarter. 


NO TIPS IN KENTUCKY 


Bill Passed by Lower House Is Called 
an Emergency Act 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. ..—Ken- 

tucky’s proposed anti-tipping law 


_ passed the lower house of the legisla- 


ture by a vote of 59 to 7, with an 
emergency clause attached, which 
read: 

“Whereas, as memibers of the legis- 
jature are now paying out sums of 
money in the ways of tips, an emer- 
gency is, therefore, declared to exist, 
and this bill shall become a law as 


“goon as signéd by the governor.” 


The bill provides a fine for tipping 
waiters and porters.

Governor Bates a special message was 
a strange thing to see. The papers 
would comment upon the occurrence 
for a week. Last year it happened 
nearly every day. This year bears 
good promise. 

Last week the governor was urged 
to send in a special message on nearly 
100 matters. No matter bow prolific 
of messages he may be he seems tu 


| be falling far hehind the demand that 


the times create. 
Finance Commissions 

Senator Tinkham is going right 
ahead with his bill to provide a 
finance commission for every munici- 
pality in the state. He is undismayea 
with the gentle satire which has 
greeted his measure. 

He says this is the way to find out 
where the towns and cities are in 
matters of finance. Incidentally it 
may be remarked that Mayor Fitz- 
gerald of Boston has a little fin. com. 
bill of his own which says that a 
board shall be created to investigate 
the unpaid boards and departments of 
the state. 

Militant Employers 

The master builders have taken the 
jead as the militant employers in the 
quest for legislation. They have some 
measures which will make interesting 


reading when the labor hearings are 


being heid. It is the first time that 


| employers have pointed their guns at 


organized labor. 


One of the bills forbids, under 
heavy penalties, the incitement of 
sympathetic strikes. Another _ bill 


stops whatever legal right there now 
exists to do picket duty. Another 
bul provides a penalty for intimida- 
tion. 
Schofield on the Line 

Senator George A. Schofield of 
Ipswich is on the line again with his 
veterans’ bounty bill. This is one of 
the celebrated measures of the legis- 
lature in recent years. While 


| Schofield was a member of the house 


he put the bill through the legisla- 
ture, and when it was vetoed by Gov- 
ernor Bates he got the Dill passed 
over the ates veto. Then the su- 
preme court threw it out. 

Schofield has amended the bill to 
meet the objections stated by the 
court and is prepared to push it 
harder than ever this year. The bil! 
provides for a gratuity of $125 to 
veterans or their legal representatives 
who did not receive a bounty from 
either the state or the nation. 

MacFarland For Counsel? 
Nex? Week Granville S. MacFar-

should have a personal counsel in ad- 
dition to the counsel provided by the 
state in the attorney general. 

Mr. MacFarland’s bill says that the 
governor may appoint counsel at an 
annual salary of $4000 whose duty it 
shall be to advise the governor in re- 
gard to the constitutionality, con- 
sistency and legal effects of bills pre- 
sented to the governor for his ap- 
proval. This has been one of the 
duties of the attorney general's office 
‘n addition to the duties superimposed 
upon him by a restless and inquisitive 
segisiature. 

Mr. MacKFarland is a _ resourceful 
fawyer with a knowledge of politics 
that is somewhat surprising. It 
probably has not occurred to anybody 
that he might make an acceptabdle 
counsel for the governor, and so it 
may be suggested right here.

That such a bill is being seriously 
considered by the legislature is an in- 
dication of how cosmopolitan Massa- 
chusetts really is. 

The flag bill is presented by Vin- 
cent Brogna, who was born in Italy. 
it makes the law apply to foreign flags 
exactly as it applies to the American 
flag. If the bill becomes a law it will 
be unlawful to use a foreign flag in 
any advertising manner. 


Hits Employment Offices 

William N. Osgood, who used to be 
One of the Jeaders in Hearst’s Inde- 
pendence league, has a bill which 
ought to make him popular with 
everybody who has any financial con- 
nection with an intelligence office. 
The Osgood bill says that hereafter 
there shall be no license required for 
the opening of an intelligence ottice. 
Joy for them. Then the bill says 
that anybody who keeps an intelli- 
gence shall be obliged to furnish jobs 
free of charge. Glooms. 

The real purpose of the bill is to 
drive the old fashioned intelligence 
office out of existence, leaving only 
the state offices. Already the state 
offices have hurt the private offices tu 
many ways This bit, if it passes, 
finishes the matter. 

A. S. P. C. Az 

‘The American Society for Promot- 
ing Criminal Anthropology has picked 
a name that would put the 8. P. C 
A. on the mat. No less remarkable 
than the namé is the measure which 
the A. S. P. C. A. is backing fn the 
present legislature. First, what is the 
meaning of the A. S. P. ©. A? It 
Means a society for studying erimi- 
nals. Its bill is a systematic attempt 
to get jobs for diseharged prisoners. 
It is a worthy object. But the method 


is quite unique. It establishes a 
board of agents, under the control of 
the prison commission, who shall go 
out and get work for discharged pris- 
oners. Incidentally the bill would 
send to jail anybody who knew that 
a discharged prisoner was a criminal 


and said so. ee 
The chief agent is to get $1600 a 


year, not enough to make him feel 
overpaid, and the other agents are to 
get $1200. 

The agents must be suitable and 


sympathetic, according to the way 
tffe bill reads. In other words a lady 
“slummist’” would do. 

No Sunday Theatres 

There is a bit of a ught looming up 
over the ‘loid’s Day question, which 
has not given any real trouble for a 
number of years. But the Sabbath 
protectionists are quietly backing a 
measure to close up the theatres 
which now give Sunday vaudeville 
under the supervision of Chief of -Po~ 
lice Whitney. 

Under the present law the people 
who give the show go to the chief of 
police and exhibit their program, upon 
which he places his O. K. The olu 
law was !exss drastic than the one now 
proposed, tor it allowed “sacred con- 
certs.” 

The present law is working well. 

Luce Against Penalty? 

Robert Luce voted against the 
death penalty when he was a member 
of the house, but the statement which 
is on file giving his and the others’ 
reasons for voting against the Phelps 
commutation Is. a strong argument 
for the death penalty. 

Of course there is going to be a big 
fight over this measure. 

It is intensified because of the evi- 
dent sympathy for the man who was 
electrocuted last week. It is rather 
interesting that Governor Foss should 
favor the abolition of the death 
penalty and that Mr. Luce should be 
found inclined to leave the law alone. 

Big Labor Days 

The three big labor days this year 
are the 13th, 14th and 15th of Febru- 
ary before the committees on judi- 
clary and Jabor. On these days there 
will be heard all the amendments to 
the workingmen’s compensation act, 
the women coremakers, the picket- 
ing, persuasion, boycott, intimiaa- 
tion, anti-injunction and other bills. 

The legislative leaders are very 
anxious to get out of the way as early 
as possible all of the labor matters 
that last year caused trouble right 
down to the torrid weather. 

Fire Crackers 

The committee on mercantile at- 
fairs is flirting with a little fire crack - 
er bill. It is’presented by a fire 
cracker concern and says that the 
length of a cracker may be 3% inches 
long instead of 2 inches long. ‘The 
diameter is increased from % to % 
of an inch. 

This looks like letting down the safe 
and sane Fourth Jaw which was 
passed a couple of years ago. But the 
fire cracker concerns are telling the

The smell’ of turpentine is fading 
away from the office of Governor Foss 
and the paint cans are growing more 
scarce. One of the mysteries of the 
Foes administration this year has been 
the assault by painters and decorators 
after the opening of the session. It 
never was by the request of Governor 
Foss, for he occupied many years an 
office that never. saw a coat of paint. 
It was not by order of Secretary Hol- 
man or any of the office force because 
they have been driven from the quar- 
ters. Lieutenant Governor Luce has 
been dispossessed by the governor.

The Strike Seen From Andover 


Aside from the serious side of the 
labor question involved in the textile 
upheaval in Lawrence, tovthe onlooker 
in Andover, and no doubt in other 
neighboring places as well, there is 
much interesting and some amusing 
comment on the strike. 

“What's the news from Lawrence?” 
is heard daily on all sides. It is apt 
to be the first thing in the morning 
and the last thing at night. Each new 
development, and its probable effect 
on the final outcome, is sure to be the 
topic of all-absorbing conversation. 
Even the usual animated discussion 
as to the weather disappears before 
this new interest. 

The widely differing opinions as to 
the rioting which has taken place is 
also interesting. Some more adven- 
turous spirits have read the vivid 
newspaper accounts of flying missiles 
and smashing glass, with a slight feel- 
ing of regret that they had not been 
on hand to see some of the excite- 
ment which has prevailed. On the 
other hand, many have experienced a 
deep feeling of thankfulness that they 
were at least three and a half miles 
away from tthe scene of so much 
violence. 

Some local people have gone to the 
city on sight-seeing trips, hopin 
see existing conditions for Giesaciies: 
others have shunned it as if it were 
infested by a plague. 

In the cases of those who go daily 
ig and from places of business in 

awrence, the natural interest felt in 
e situation has of necessity been 
somewhat lessened by the many at- 
tendant annoyances such as were felt 
most keenly on Monday morning 
when the trolley time schedule was 
put out of commission, and many en- 
countered actual menace to safety. 
By these people the strike is hardly 
regarded from the disinterested point 
of view that it is by those who are 
not compelled to undergo the various 
inconveniences connected with it. 
People of today are too engrossed 
with business cares and too desirous 
of enjoying the best possible accom- 
modations of transit to long be toler- 
ant of persistent, interruptions. 

The unsettled conditions which 
exist have not only hindered business 
men and those who go to Lawrence 
daily, but it has interfered in many 
cases with those regular shopping ex- 
peditions in which so many Andover 
housewives delight. Many conjectures 
have been heard during the past two 
weeks as to whether it was or was 
not best to venture into Lawrence, 
and whether or not one could reason- 
ably expect to reach home in safety. 
There is no doubt but that many trips 
have been postponed indefinitely on 
account of “the strike.” 

Rumors as to coming events; argu- 
ments as to the justness of the de- 
mands of the strikers, many in favor 
of them, and many against; sugges- 
tions as to alleviation of the trouble; 
criticisms of the action of the author- 
ities in dealing with the situation— 
all these help to form the sidelights 
on the strike as seen from Andover.

The Adjustment of Teachers’ Salaries 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 


One of the problems that is 
presenting itself to the school author- 
ities, is the continual changing of 
school teachers in the middle and end 
of the school year, and which is be-

of certain principles, makes any other 
arrangement or explanation of these 
facts be felt as unnatural.” This is 
a good principle providing there is 
a positive criterion for the measure- 
ment of merit and efficiency. With 
the absence of such-a criterion the 
adjustment of teachers’ salaries by 
the merit plan becomes haphazard 
and permeated with personality, fa- 
voritism, injustice, and a network of 
inconsistencies. It is evident that 
the present system (if it can be called 
a system) is open to criticism, and 
has operated unjustly with our older 
teachers and should be abandoned. 


The solutions of this problem, I 
believe, lies in an equitably sufficient 
salary, But what is a just and ample 
salary would be difficult to determine 
for general satisfaction. Though we 
can not arrive at positive justice in 
the adjustment of salaries, there is no 
reason why we should not make jus- 
tice the end. And as our public school 
system is, in a great measure, re- 
sponsible for efficiency or rather in- 
efficiency, the teacher’s accountability 
is greatly diminished and the equal- 
ization of salaries become logical. It 
is better to err along the lines of 
equalization than unjust discrimina- 
tion, 

After due consideration of the merit 
and equalization plans, | have come 
to the conclusion that the equaliza 
tion plan, in spite of many defects, 
with a minimum and maximum rate, 
to be adjusted acording to time ser- 
vice, and with a. five year service to 
reach the maximum, is an approach 
to justice and efficiency. A teacher 
has the right to know, when she is 
engaged to teach, what the maximum 
salary is and the means to that end, 
and if the maximum is sufficient it 


would be a stimulus for continuity and | 


efficiency in service, an object most 
desirable in our public schools.

This re-adjustment involves a tardy 
recognition of good and faithful ser- 
vice of some of our older teachers, 
a recognition that should not be de- 
layed any longer. 
“the special teacher.” The special 
teacher is a parasite on our public 
school systems, a sideshow that de- 


tracts interest from more important | 


subjects and prevents thoroughness, 
and, as measured by utility and ser- 
vice, a very expensive appendage. The 
special teacher carries the implication 
of superiority and expertnéss where 
expertness is not essential. There is 
nothing of utility that the special 


teacher does that the regular teacher ' 


can not do, and ought to do if of any 
real value. The subjects taught by 
the special teacher are not standard- 
ized, their educational value is ques 
tionable, and are so considered and 
imnlied, for they are not essential for 
advancement and promotion 
higher education; their importance is 


fanciful, the result of phantom ideas | 


and a belief-in a panacea for certain 
imaginary ills. 

The curriculum of our public 
schools needs a thorough weeding 
out of all enervating and superfluous 
matter, and infuse in the essentials 
greater. vigor and thoroughness. The 
attempt to master a diversity of sub- 
Jects at the same time, creates: con- 
fusion, dependence, and deadens the 
initiative. Thoroughness and mastery 
of the essential tools of intelligence 


stimulates the use of those tools, the? 
initiative, independence, and_ self-en-W 


lightenment. 


_It is up to you, Mr. Voter, to de- 
cide whether you will continue this 
haphazard method of adjusting school 
teachers’ salaries, whether you will 
stand for this crazy patch-work kind 
of education, and whether you will 
perpetually entertain and accept every 
phantom idea with its phantom pro- 
blem that can only end in a low medi- 
ocrity and educational chaos.

is stated on good authority that the 
strike or 
Lancashire, England, when 160,000 
were out for two -weeks, cost fully 
$30,000,000. I do not just now wish 
to discuss the causes or incidents that 
led to this Lancashire strike. 

Few people are interested in a 
strike or anything else unless it grips 
their own little pockets at the time. 
[It may be that a strike will grip these 
selfish people’s pockets years after 
the strike has been forgotten, and yet 
the consequences of the forgotten 
strike may be the cause of miserable, 
chronic suffering to thousands. who 
said during the trouble, “What about 
it? This strike does not concern 
me. It is only the mill folks in Law- 
rence that are interested.” 

Even if the workers on strike gain 

all they struck for, a strike may be a 
costly affair. One circumstance out 
of many I could relate which occurred 
several years ago when the folks they 
call the “black squad” in England 
were on strike. Here we use big 
words for black squad, and call them 
engineers and machinists. Well, dur- 
ing this strike, which, by the way was 
won by the strikers, there was a de- 
mand from this country for textile 
machinery made in England. I saw a 
letter from a British firm in reply to 
an order for machines from this coun- 
try, which said that the order would 
have their best attention, but as the 
strike had hindered and put back 
everything so much it would likely be 
six months before they could. say 
when the machines ordered would be 
in process of building. 
' In these circumstances, necessity 
| being the mother of invention, they 
thought of building these machines 
for themselves and did so successfully 
so that no more of that kind of ma- 
chine is ordered from England. 

Lawrence is a big place and has 
big mills, but it is not the world. Just 
suppose that some of the gouds made 
in Lawrence are wanted; buyers who 
have bought the Lawrence goods 
find out other goods which may re-

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humane laws for women and children 
employed in factories, the hours of 
work were reduced from 72 hours a 
Lord Derby, a good, 
hearty, honest Tory, was the chief 
leader in this humane work. I saw a 
circular sent out by the House of 
Commons asking the opinions of 
Chambers of Commerce as to the 
justice and necessity of shortening 
the hours of labor. This circular was 
signed by Earl Derby. The reply 
from our district consisted of two 
words, and the circular was sent 
back with these two expressive words 
written under Derby’s_ signature: 
“Meddling Blockhead.” 


After 69 hours a week the hours 
were in a few years reduced to 66; 
then to 60, and today to 56 hours, with 
other changes as to age of children, 
etc. 

In every one of these changes the 
cry was raised by unthinking work- 
ers, “Our pay will be less; don’t 
shorten the hours of work.” Of 
course this reducing the pay did in 
some cases occur, but only for a 
short time. Today I have a statement 
of the amount of wages paid during 
the 69 hours a week and of the wages 
paid today under the 56 hour sched- 
ule, and strange to say, the pay 1s 
just twice as much for 56 hours’ 
work as it was for 69. I may here 
state that Germany, Belgium and 
France competing with England in 
the textile trades did not curtail the 
hours of work until a few years ago; 
and England held her own in all the 
markets of the world. These con- 
tinental countries I have mentioned 
have today longer hours than in Ire- 
land, Scotland and England. 

The difference between 56 and 54 
looks to many people only a paltry 
two hours. These paltry two hours 
may mean life or death to many tex- 
tile industries in the state. I am not 
saying that 54 hours is too short a 
week,far from that; I believe that be- 
fore many of the Townsman readers 


j; are as old as the writer of this letter, 


48 hours for women and children 
working in factories will be the law in 
every civilized country, and that the 
pay will not be less than it is now. 

“All wars since time began have, if 
you believe history, had advocates 
saying that they were just and neces- 
sary wars.

The Third Week of the Strike 


The third week of the strike opened 
| with a rush. True to his promise of 
| the day before, Strike Organizer Ettor 
| started a big parade in the mill dis- 
trict early Monday morning, in which 
it was estimated about 20,000 people 
were lined up. The parade ended in 
the wildest scenes of confusion, how- 
ever. The mob, roused to the highest 
pitch of anger, gave vent 
spite by hurling stones, bottles, rocks, 
pieces of ice and snow through the 
windows of many of the cross town 
| trolleys, and in driving the passengers 
| into the streets. A workman with a 
dinner pail, seemed to be the signal 
for a general assault. Many men 
were roughly handled by the mob, 
and during the hours from 6 to 8 
many indignities and insults were re- 
ported from various quarters. In all 
sixteen cars were put out of commis- 
sion, and many suffered from cuts and 
minor injuries. 

At six o’clock Monday night trouble 
broke out again. On Garden street, 
near the Everett mills, a riot occurred 
in which the police, the militia, and 
the strikers figured, and in which, 
before the mob would disperse, one 
of the police officers, Oscar Benoit, 
was stabbed, and an Italian woman 
was shot through the heart. This was 
the-most serious incident in the situa- 
tion thus far. After the shooting the 
crowd quietly dispersed. 

The most sensational happening of 
the week was the sudden arrest of 
Ettor and his right-hand man, Giov- 
annitti, which took place shortly be- 
fore midnight Tuesday night. .The 
charge against the two men was that 
of accessory to murder. Both were 
refused bail. 

He will be held until February 9, 
when he will be given a hearing. 

Since his arrest, matters have re- 
mained extremely quiet. Haywood 
returned from the West on Thursday, 
but left almost immediately to go to 
New York on a campaign for funds 
for the strikers.

Lawrence, Mass., Feb. 1.—Lead- 
ers of the textile strike, which now 
has lasted nearly three weeks, with 
25,000 people out of employment, de- 
clare that the arrest of Joseph J. Et- 
tor and Arturo M. Giovannitti will 
have no effect upon the situation and 
that the fight will continue until their 
demands are allowed. 

There was no talk of arbitration at 
the meetings held Wednesday.  In- 
stead, William Yates, New England 
head of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, and in temporary charge, ex- 
horted all the strikers to stand firm. 
In the previous. statements’ issued 
there was no hint at compromise. 
Those on the inside, however, agree 
that much will depend on the action 
and attitude of the leaders who ar- 
rive today. 

The cases of Ettor and Giovannitti, 
who are charged with being acces- 
sories before the fact of the murder of 
Afina Lopizzo, the Itatian woman shot 
in the street Monday night, were con- 
tinued until Feb. 9 in the police 
court. 

Situation Still Critical 

The situation in, the city still re- 
mains critical. With the Syrian quar- 
ter seething with excitement over the 
death of John Ramy, the tailor who 
was bayoneted and killed by a soldier 
Tuesday, its angry population hissing 
the soldiers. who have been rushed 
here, the long threatened outbreak 
momentarily is expected. 


In open windows at dusk men sat | 


and gazed furtively at the passing 
squads of militia and hooted at the 
cavalry which passed back and forth 
through Elm, Oak and _ Lawrence 
streets. The arrest of Ettor and Gio- 
vannitti are being used to stir up an- 
tipathy against the officials. 


Today William DD. Haywood, Vin- 
cent St. John, national secretary of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
and one of the most violent agitators 
of the country: William Trautman, 


another organizer of the I. W. W., 
and James H. Thompson, head of the 
I. W. W., are all expected to be here 
to take charge of affairs.

Protecting the Child. 


By DR. EDWARD L. TRUDEAU. 

At present the most needed 
agencies are hospitals for ad- 
vanced cases and measures to 
protect the child at home and at 
school. The advanced case is the 
most productive source of Infec- 
tion and as yet perhaps the most 
neglected. The need of protect- 
ing the child is shown by the fact 
that about 50 per cent of children 
living in the crowded districts be- 


come infected by the time they 
are five years old. Regulation of 


home conditions, better school 
hygiene, the segregation of ac- 
tively tuberculosis children and 
open air schools for those who 
have latent tuberculosis are meas- 
ures that should be applied more 
extensively, the more so because 
the child shows a strong tenden- 
cy to recover and the applica- 
tion of open air methods seems 
even more effectual in children 
than in adults in preventing and 
curing the disease.
